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CLASS    HISTORY 


Dear  "Little  Doe-Wah-Jack," 

I  must  have  fallen  asleep  as  I  took  pen  and  ink  in  hand,  for  I  dreamed  about  seniors  and  graduation.  It  all  seems  so 
foolish  now,  but  in  my  dream  it  was  so  real.  Am  I  still  asleep?  No,  I  am  awake  to  reality.  We  are  Seniors  and  gradua- 
tion is  only  a  few  weeks  away.    Four  years  are  so  dreadfully  short! 

It  seems  only  last  week  that  on  September  18,  1944,  two  hundred  and  seventy  bewildered  boys  and  girls  entered  Burling- 
ton High  School.  With  Robert  Wall  as.president,  Jesse  Rush  as  his  assistant  and  Nancy  Cook,  secretary,  we  soon  learned 
our  way  around  as  freshman.    This  was  the  beginning  of  our  efforts  towards  the  climax  of  high'  school:  a  diploma. 

Time  slipped  quickly  by,  and  soon  the  dreaded  week  of  exams  was  over  and  we  were  on  a  much  awaited  vacation. 

The  following  September  of  1945  we  assumed  our  role  as  "mighty  sophomores."  Confidentially,  "Little  DoeWah- 
Jack,"  you've  no  idea  how  thrilled  we  were  to  be  freshmen  no  longer.  This  year  under  the  guidance  of  Principal  James 
A.  Gerow  and  our  teachers,  we  had  a  year  of  work  for  there  was  no  Move-up  Day  and  no  Doe-Wah-Jack. 

A  few  months  of  rest,  and  suddenly,  "Little  Doe-Wah-Jack,"  we  were  juniors.  This  year  Betty  Wiles  was  our  "se- 
lectee" to  guide  us  to  "Seniorville."  Helping  her  were  Bob  Baxter,  Virginia  Beck  and  Murphy  Alexander.  Our  new 
principal  was  C.  C.  Linnemann. 

In  the  spring  eleven  of  our  classmates  were  inducted  into  the  National  Honor  Society.  The  Tri-Hi-Y,  the  Hi-Y  and 
the  Monogram  Club  also  took  in  new  members  from  our  class.  The  president  and  vice-president  of  the  Student  Council 
for  the  next  year,  Robert  Wall  and  Howard  Fogleman,  were  chosen  from  our  class.  This  made  us  feel  that  at  last  we  were 
a  part  of  the  school. 

This  year  we  acquired  the  dream  of  every  junior:  a  class  ring.  The  year  really  took  wings,  "Little  Doe-Wah-Jack," 
for  before  any  of  us  realized  how  fast  time  was  flying,  we  were  planning,  under  the  able  guidance  of  Miss  Lela  Aycock,  the 
Junior-Senior  Prom.  The  climax  of  the  year  came  on  Move-up  Day  when  we  moved  into  the  coveted  "senior"  seats  in 
chapel.     In  June  we  began  vacation  before  our  final  session  in  high  school. 

On  September  8,  1947,  about  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  us  returned  to  our  beloved  school  to  begin  our  final  phase 
of  work.  Our  enthusiam  was  as  keen  as  ever  now  that  we  were  seniors,  and  we  hoped  that  we  should  acquire  that  certain 
quality  known  as  "dignity." 

The  directors  of  our  Senior  activities  were  Bob  Baxter,  Virginia  Beck,  Peggie  Woodburn  and  Floyd  Foster.  We  had  a 
good  football  team  under  the  coaching  of  Jim  Mallory.
